4 TERRIBLE STORY. 
Famine and Thirst in South America. 


New Tonk, Sept. 26.—A terrible 
story of famine and pestilence is told 
by the Foening Post's correspondent 
in Rio de Janeiro. A district in 
Brazil equal 
land, the middle Atlantic States, West 
Virginia, Ohio, and Indiana combined, 
has been without rain since July, 1876. 


The brooks, springs and wells have 
long ago dried up. Eren the river 
bede have now become dusty chanels. 
Cattle, of which there ate vast herds, 15 
have died of thirst. The people per- 
ishing for want of food and ‘eet 
have fled from their homes many of 
them dying, sometimes whole fam- 
‘ ilies together, before reaching a place 
of refuge. Those of them who have 


escaped have ee the cities of 
refuge so ly as, in some cases, to 
multiply oe. by five, and 
they are now Soc rey in the 
streets, li swine, upon 
open en 1 by the gov- 
erument, wat in upon such refuse as nigh 
can gather in the gutters. Well n 
naked, and utterly debased by their 
sufferings, they live bestial immorality, 
not scrupling even to resort to canni- 
balism in some instances, while small- 
pox, a fever, dysentery and some 
other diseases are sweepingthem away 
by thousands. As if to leave no ele- 
ment of wretchedness out of account, 
they are victims of the most brutal ill 
treatment at the hands of the vile 
speculators, who make a trade of these 
wretches’ woes. The picture which 
the correspondent presents is scarcely 
matched in its iness by the old 
records of the Oriental plague, and the 
story is made more distressing by rea- 
son of the fact that these people were 
ul herdsmen and planters, cul- 
tivators of the soil, whose homes 
have been made desolate by a cause 
which could be . foreseen nor 
provided t. eir woe is not 
that of men who have chosen a life of 
crime, but that of an industrious, agri- 
cultural people, afflicted first with 
3 with famine, then with 
pesti and finally with that loss of 
moral sense which brutalizes men into 
criminals without the choice of their 
wills. Until now this terrible stor 
has not been told in this country. 
have known only that in parts of 
‘Brazil the rainy season has failed, but 
we have not dreamed that 
such famine as this afflicted so vast a

A BIG “DITCH. 
A Survey Made for the Washoe Land 
and Water Company. 


Uren & Bro., the Dutch Flat sur- 
veyors, have just completed the sur- 
vey for the large ditch of the Washoe 
Land and Water company, which is 
intended to irrigate Spanish Spring 
and Warm Spring valleys. . The sur- 
yey occupied ten days, and the line is 
thirty-six miles long. The river will 
be tapped four miles above Verdi. 
The ditch will be five feet deep, nine 
feet wide on the bottom, and nineteen 
feet wide on top. It will carry 10,000 
inches of water, and will irrigate be- 
tween 20,000 and 30,000 acres of sage- 
brush land. Inorder that the Truckee 
may not be drained nearly dry in the 
summer season, large reservoirs will 
be built near the source of the ditch. 
These will be filled during the winter 
when water is abundant, and will be 
drawn upon when the river is low. 
The ditch will pass along the sides of 


| the hills north of town, fhe nearest 


point to Reno being within two and a 
half miles. Along the hills at inter- 
vals are plateaus of from twenty-five 
to 100 acres which, with irrigation, 
may be made very productive. It is 

robable that before long we shall 

ve flourishing vineyards within a 
few miles of Reno: It is net yet 
known. when work will be commenced 
on the ditch, but of course it will not 
be begun before spring.

A NOBLE TASK. 


The Whee)barrow Man Arrives at Reno. 


R. Lyman Potter, the wheelbarrow 
fiend, arrived in Reno last night. 
The whole intellectual world is breath- 
lessly watching Mr. Potter, and Ser- 
geant Bates has solemly declared that 
if Mr. Potter and barrow arrive at San 
Francisco on time, he will choke him- 
self with his own flag and disembowell 
himself withthe pole thereof. Thebar

Constitution of the State of Nevada, 

assed at the Eighth Session of the Legie- 
ature: : 

Resotvep, That there shall be added to the 
present Constitution of this State an Article 
to be called and known as Article XVIII, and 
which shall be as follows: 

ArticLe XVIII.— The rights of suffrage and 
oſhee holding shall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the United States, by reason 
of his celor or previous condition of servitude. 

Passed February 15, 1877. 

RESOLVED, By the Assembly, the Senate 
concurring, That Article Eleven (11) of the 
Constitution of the State of Nevada be 
amended by adding to said Article Eleven (11) 
section ten (10) thereto, which shall read as 
followe: 

SecTIon 10. No public funds, of any kind 
or character whatever, State, county er mun- 
iciplal, shall be used for sectarian purposes.
